New York, July 24.—Mrs. Herman 
Rosenthal, widow ul the gambler wile 
was shot to death 'n i’ront ot 
the 
Hotel Metropole a few hours before 
the time he had promised che district 
attorney that he would bring him evi 
deuce of police blackmail, appealeu 
before the grand jury. 
Garbed In deep mourning ami so 
weak that she could not walk unas 
aisled, the grief-stricken woman man 
aged, nevertheless, to stay on the 
witness stand unUl she had told a full 
atory of the events leading up to bet 
husband’s death 
She said that Becker received 20 per 
cent of the po tits of Rosenthal’s gam­ 
bling house, until “Bald Jack ' Rose. 
Becker'acollector, became too greedy 
aud 
insisted on a rake-off himself. 
Then. said Mrs. Rosenthal, her bus 
band was for ed to get rid of Becker, 
although he never believed that Beck­ 
er would interfere with the business. 
And then, she told about the raid. 
Bite said that Becker, an old friend 
of her s and Herman's, came to the 
gambling 
house, apologetically 
arn 
with his hat In his hand. 
He 
was 
sorry, he said, clear 
down to the 
ground, but Waldo had ordered him to 
get Rosenthal and the job bad to be 
dune. 
Becker knew it was hard on 
Herman, the widow went on. but lie 
wanted to do the right thing, and so 
he told Mrs. RosenUial that Herman 
could forget the flout) and that the 
mortgage would be canceled. 
Mrs. Rosenthal came to the build­ 
ing under the escort of a special offi­ 
cer detailed from the district attor­ 
ney's office, and was accompanied by 
ber sister. 
“Do you think the police would pro­ 
tect me from their own kind?'' she 
asked a representative ot the district 
attorney. “I am afraid of my Hie.” 
"Since Herman was murdered,” said 
Mrs 
Rosenthal, before 
leaving her 
bouse, “the polke made all kinds of 
efforts to see me. 
I have had high 
officials call me up. 
Why, Deputy 
Commissioner Dougherty tried to get 
me. 
Why should the pollee want to 
see me unless they wanted to find out 
how much I know before I should go 
before the grand jury?” 
The sensation of the day came when 
Harry Vallon, one of the five notorious 
gangsters who were In the “murder 
car” the night Rosenthal was shot, 
surrendered himself to the police. He 
was arraigned before the coroner and 
held without bail. 
With the men who actually did the 
shooting in the tolls, the main work of 
District Attorney Whitman and Dep­ 
uty Police 
Commissioner Dougherty 
will conimene*, that of trying to learn 
the Identity of the conspirators who so 
greatly desired that Rosenthal be doue 
away with before he could make fur­ 
ther revelations of the relations be­ 
tween tile police aud gamblers. 
Commissioner Dougherty remarked 
slgnlhcantly to District Attorney Whit­ 
man that ”1 guess we agree as to who 
Is hark of this killing.” But the public 
prosecutor does not feel that Com­ 
missioner Dougherty can swing the 
investigation of the killing alone, as 
be is of the belief that the police de­ 
partment will give no real aid.

The Barnhart amendment for the 
publication of the names of stockhold 
ers of newspapers and periodicals is

once a year, when lists of the stock 
holders are to be flied with postmas 
tern 
The parcels post section is radically 
different from that of the house bill, 
which provided a flat rate of postage 
fen a1! distances. The senate provision 
is that of the Bourne bill, slightly 
modified 
Senator Bourne recommend 
ad that third aud fourth class mall 
matter tie combined for the p arcel* 
pent service; but the bill makes the 
parcels post apply only to fourth class 
matter. 
The senate committee struck ou* 
the provision giving postal employes 
the right to combine In labor unions 
and the right to petition congress. 
An important feature of the bill is 
that the regular hours which the pos 
tai employes are compelled to woik 
shall not extend over a period of more 
than ten consecutive hours. This will 
be effective .Marc h 4, 1913. 
It u!ho provided for the abolition of

Walata—Oualata, 
the French spell it—wee more myaterl- 
ous even than

Timbuctu, IU 
{distant neighbor. 
In the tenth century Walata was a 
great city, the oenter of civilization, 
from which th# religion 
of 
Ielam 
spread throughout western Africa. 
Up to the twelfth century it was the 
prosperous capital of the kingdom of 
Cana, the market to which came all 
the nations of Africa, with caravan 
route* across th* deceit 
to 
Tunic, 
Tou&t, Tafllelt and Fez. Here gathered 
the wise men and the doctor* of the 
law of Mahomet. 
Then, like 
all 
Babylon! 
and all 
Tyre*, It began to decline. Timbuctu, 
a younger city, gradually atole away 
its trade and usurped it* position aa 
ah intellectual oenter. 
In the 
four­ 
teenth century it had leat IU splendor. 
Two centuries more and the sultans 
of Morocco, extending their conquesU 
to the south, occupied it and It became 
only one of the many conquered towns. 
Finally Walata became the home of 
the bands of robbers who terrorized 
all the country around. With the pos­ 
sible exception of Lelng In 1828, no 
♦white man had seen It, and Its pirate 
toasters bad resolved that none should 
enter It.

Early Manuscripts. 
The type of Jette’ In early manu­ 
script was the same as that of those 
used on the earlier metal Platea and 
wax tablets. 
All letters were cap­ 
itals. 
Minuscule, or small lettering, 
as opposed to the majuscule, was in­ 
vented In the seventh century. 
Be­ 
fore its Invention there was no spac­ 
ing between the words. 
There was 
no punctuation, unless possibly some 
mark between sentences. 
When cur­ 
sive writing came into general use 
about the beginning of the tenth cen­ 
tury the art was practiced by only a 
few highly trained scribes. 
This con­ 
tinued all through the middle ages. 
The scribes were artists, and they 
carried their art to a high degree of 
perfection. 
Many of the manuscripts 
of that period are very beautiful sped- 
mens of handiwork and ag perfect aa 
print.
